F rom th e appearance of th e aerial m o n ­ 
ster, it is easy to understand how these 
terrific tornadoes lay w aste tow ns and cities 
and scatter death and devastation unstayed 
in th eir paths. 
T he description o f the 
storm as given by th e S ignal t'o rp s ob­ 
server, w as as it appeared w hen it was in 
th e vicinity o f H u ro n , b u t the photograph 
was taken w hen it had reached about tw enty 
m iles west of H ow ard, w here M r. R obin­ 
son happened to tie w ith his apparatus. 
A 
brief description of th e facts connected 
w ith th e cyclone, w hich w e reproduce from 
the photograph to ou r readers, can n o t fail 
to be of interest, although q u ite extended 
accounts o f it. and the casualties resulting, 
w ere given in th e dispatches a t th e tim e. 


PRELIMINARY CONDITIONS. 
T h is cyclone occurred on th e 28th day 
of A ugust, 1884, and front th e official re­ 
port the follow ing d ata concerning it is 
gleaned; T he preceding day w as w arm , 
but th e w eather w as fair, w ith slowly- 
falling barom eter. 
A s th e sun neared the 
w estern horizon the sky assum ed a sm okv- 
red appearance, w hich extended in broad, 
grow ing rays, h alf way to th e zenith after 
the sun liad disappeared. T he night was 
clear, hut w arm m id close, th e prevailing 
southeast breeze seem ing to h i' laden w ith 
su ltry m oisture. 
A ugust 28th opened w: h 
a dense fog, w hich continued u n til S a. m 
T he air was extrem ely sultry, b u t w ith 
fresh breeze from the south. 
At 10 a .m . 
there w as a glaring w hite atm osphere, 
through w hich the sun penetrated vv.ili 
scorching 
pow er. 
T he 
i;;>ronteter 
fell 
slow ly, and th e tem perature im rt-asen, l b 2 
heat seem ing, how ever, to be even m uch 
hotter th an indicated by the therm om eter. 
T here scented to be a lack o f som ething in 
the air to enable easy and n atu ral b reath ­ 
ing. 
A bout 2 r . m . th ere were num erous 
clouds in th e heavens, of light and dark 
interm ixed, anil changing from the lighter 
to dark, and assum ing a m idsum m er tb n n - 
der-show er appearance. F in ally th e clouds 
seem ed to concentrate in th e n o rth , and 
appeared to becom e’ agitated, until they 
resem bled 
th e confused 
and uncertain 
w hirling of "a Hock of sea gulls ju s t before a 
storm . 
A t 2:30 P. M. th e air was oppres­ 
sively sultry, and every one supposed the 
tem perature was in excess of 100°, but, in 
fact, it w as only 86°. 
A t 3 r. M. am ong th e 
clouds in th e n o rth appeared a 


WHITE FUNNEL-SHAPED FORMATION, 
W ith th e low er end first extending and 
th en contracting in its line tow ards the 
earth, b u t ap p aren tly having no connec­ 
tion w ith it. 
In a few m om ents, how ever, 
a cloud of d u st resem bling ri.e -m oke o f a 
new -fed locom otive was seen to accum u­ 
late on the ground, acquit.- a ro tary m o­ 
tion and form into th e sitan*' of an inverted 
letter “ V .” 
W ith th e sw ih n e sso f thought 
th e fnnnel-shaped cloud dropped lower, 
and then spun out .(ow ards th e "ro u n d a 
w hite, ribbon-like line, about w hich there 
was a rapid rotary m otion. 
T he cloud and 
ground disturbances 
were 
now im m e­ 
diately connected by a sm uky-looking Hue 
o r colum n, w hich also had a rotary m o­ 
tion. A t this tim e th e ground disturbance 
was a t least 300 fee; in advance of Lie 
cloud disturbance, and afterw ards, du rin g 
th e 
tornado, 
from 280 
to 
300 yards 
in advance. 
W hen any object w as en ­ 
countered, it seem ed to augm ent its force 
from th e clouds by a w hite line w ith a 
ro und b right m ass a: the end o f. it, w hich 
w ould dart dow a w ith rem arkable rapidity, 
and after th e obstacles were rem oved w ould 
slow ly contract again o u t o f sight. 
T he 
observer regarded th is peculiar p h en o m ­ 
enon d ue to electricity. 
T he b rig h t inas3 
at th e end o f th e w hite line was described 
by m an y as a ball of fire. 
T here w as no 
ignition, b u t vegetation im m ediately w te " 
it had passed w as b rittle ás tho u g h dried 
by a high degree o f heat. 


MOVEMENT OF THE TORNADO. 
F o r several m in u tes after th e tornado 
form ed, it ap p aren tly rem ained stationary, 
an d th en com m enced a sw in g in g m otion. 
S uddenly upon th e ribbq-a iik e p o in t com ­ 
ing n ear to th e earth , a fii-sing sound was 
h eard, and th e colum n m oved rap id ly 
south, as though to pass d irectly th ro u g h 
th e tow n o f H u ro n , w here th e Signal Corps 
observer was stationed. 
W hen ab o u t th ree 
m ites aw ay it changed to southeast, an d i n ­ 
creased rapidly in p over and velocity. T ite 
funnel-íhapen cloud was alm ost wm tP. a n J 
rem ained so as 
long 
as visible. 
Tits 
observer attributed 
th is . appearance to ' 


uirciiinstance in th is connection w as th at 
m -arlv alt th e anim als had theii low er jaw 
dislocated. 
In an o th er locality a valuable 
horse was tenderly respected by th e to r­ 
nado, for after being taken up and carried 
at a bight of th irty to forty leet a distance 
o f h alf a m ile, it was laid dow n again upon 
terra firm a u n h arm ed . 
A harness, how ­ 
ever, w hich w as upon th e horse w hen it 
w as tak en up. was com pletely torn into 
.-hreds and cleaned from the anim al. 
FURTHER INCIDENTS. 
N ear A cxundria, a m an was cu ttin g hay 
vviih a ' wo-fio!-,, m ow er; he noticed the 
falling **f th e hansom *s of u n u su al size, 
and his team becom ing unm anageable, he 
unhi'clic-d them , and they broke aw ay 
w he i lie* tornado was about 200 y ard s dis­ 
tant. 
T he m an “ felt hints. It grow ing 
light,” an d seem ed unable to keep bis feet 
upon tiie ground, b u t by great effort be 
feii ui o i tiie gtouiid and clung to (lie long 
grass, 
lie felt i great w eight upon his 
b.><ly, as if by pressure ; Ifis legs thrashed 
up raid dow n like tw o U tils, and a tre­ 
m endous fore* seem ed pushing him tow ards 
th e storm . 
H e escaped in ju ry , how ever, 
a-* also his horses, w hich ran out of th e 
sto rm ’s track, but th e m ow er, w hich w as 
entirely constructed o f iron, was com 
pletely destroyed. 
W henever fu rn itu re or o th er articles 
w hich w ere held together w iib glue, were 
reached by tiie cveíone, th e p arts w ere 
cleanly separated as ifn e v e r uni ted, and no 
in ju ry was a n y tim e found to have been 
done to the part.-', except disunited. 
T he 
w heels were torn from one side o f a heavy 
w agon and destroyed, w hile those upon 
th e opposite side were n o t touched. In a n ­ 
other case th e spokes w ere all rem oved 
front a buggy wheel 
w ithout break or 
scratch, leaving the hub and fellies per- 
fyct. 
THE CONCLUSION. 
F ront these facts and others given in the 
report, the conclusions are given by th e 
Signal Corps O bserver th a t th ere w as at 
th e center o f th e tornado, or near it. a 
tiearlv or com plete vacuum , and th e de­ 
structive 
force 
w as 
not 
front 
th e 
elem entary 
principle o f 
th e 
p h en o m ­ 
enon, 
b u t 
trout 
th e 
pressure

atm ..sphere in its efforts to establish an 
equilibrium . 
H ence th e O bserver believes 
th a t the governing factor of t i c tornado 
w as electricity. 
T h e barom eter did n o t in 
dicate th e presence **f any decided storm - 
center i t th e im m ediate vicinity. T h eco n - 
ditions for som e days prior to th e tornado 
w ere such as to produce a superabundance 
of electricity, and to this agency it assigned 
th e appearance of th e cyclone and its de­ 
vastation.

Nearly u month, 
time enough to have had a victorious campaign, 
was lost by his disobedience of orders. When 
his creatures, and those who are enemies of the 
country, undertook to apologize for his delay by- 
tee false pretense that he needed supplier- 
that were held 
from 
him by the bepart- 
ment, my duty to the country required an ex­ 
planation ol the falsehood, and I demanded 
a report on the subject from ttie General in­ 
ch ief Itisnotm y fault that lie was not removed 
before the New York election and after his dis­ 
obedience of orders. In respect to any combi­ 
nation by Mr. Chase, -Mr. Seward and myself 
against Geneial McClellan, it is false. For rea­ 
sons not necessary to mention here, lire and 
water would as soon combine. Each does hi- 
duty as he deems right. In respect to the im pu­ 
tation ot selfish or ambition- motives, a denial 
is needless. 
Those who make tiie imputation 
do it ignorant of my principles of action or with 
prejudiced feelings, and like all other public 
men I must expect and patiently bear miscon­ 
struction and false report. 
In respect to the 
present condition of au'airs all I can say is that 
the whole power of the Government is being 
put forth with the utmost vigor, and. I think,with 
more earnestness on the part "I military com­ 
manders than at any former period. Treason is 
encouraged in the Northern States by the just 
discontent of tiie i*ccple: but believing th ato u r 
national destiny is as immediately in the hands 
of the Most High as ever were the children of 
Israel. I am not only undismayed, but full ol 
hope. 
Neither for myself turning to the right 
hand nor to the lett, serving no mail ami at en­ 
mity with none, I shall strive to perform my 
whole duty in the great work before us. Mis­ 
takes arid faults I no doubt may commit, but 
tee purpose of my action shall be singly the 
public good. 
W ise of V irginia regretted th a t th e g en ­ 
tlem an from A labam a (W heeler) lm d fur 
¡fished ¡he g en tlem an from Iow a (H ep­ 
bu rn ) w ith an o p p o rtu n ity to tight over 
again lite issues ot 1802.

The fsbing and hunting are 
unsurpassed. 


THE MOST FA BitnSA BLK AND .NOTTO 
Of all sum m er resorts of California where 
there is not luid th» the claim of healing 
waters is Del Monte, near M m terey. 
It is 
on Mouterev bay and reached by Tail di­ 
rect from either San Francisco o r Sacra­ 
m ento. 
It is but a mile from the old town 
and former capital. Monterey, one of the 
m ost interesting historic points on the en­ 
tire coast. The spot was reclaimed from 
the ocean shore by the energies and enter­ 
prise oi gentlemen engaged in the_ railroad 
development of the coast. 
It is to-day 
the queen of seaside resorts, and has not a 
superior in beauty of grounds, magnificence 
anil completeness ot appointm ents and 
elegance of accommodations ill the world. 
In the first place, it is to be noted that the 
Monterey clim ate is of that equability, 
evenness and bracing strength-giving char­ 
acter that is so often sought and so beldom 
found. Ia sum m er the tem perature rarely 
rises above 65°, in winter rarely falls below 
51°. 
It is never so cold or so warm at 
Monterey as in most other parts of Califor­ 
nia. 
.As a w inter sanitarium it is without 
a peer, and as a sum m er resort its climate 
is that happy mean that is sought bv in ­ 
valids and those worn down by physical or 
m ental exertion and by those ulso full of 
the strength andspirit of health. 
A BABE CLIMATE. 
Speaking of the equability of the climate 
o f Monterey, Mr. Tnm iati well says : 
Purity of utnvwjihcre is the great desideratum 
of the teektr after heatth. 
Paring the warm 
season, or summer months, from May to Octo­ 
ber, the mercury seldom rises to 
as the heat 
from the valley and mountain side is tempered 
by cooling winds from the ocean between 
meridian aud sunset, and by breezes from the 
mountain gaps during the night. During wluit 
nuty tat termed the winter months. ! >0° will 
mark, on average, the mean temperature, and 
water is never congealed. 
The very fact that 
manv persona wear overcoats at night, and 
sleep in blankets the year round, and that all 
fieldwork from January to December is per­ 
formed by laborers in tlieir ahirt sleeves, pre­ 
sents a bettei and more unequivocal illustra­ 
tion of the equability of temperature, perhaps, 
than suy other incident that might he present­ 
ed. The hesitlifnUicas of this section is simply 
unquestionable, and is second to none in the 
world. 
What is generally known as the rainy 
senson commences in Novemia-r and lasts three 
or four months. 
Many people who have never 
visited California erroneously imagine that 
during the -wet season"—o> called in contra 
distinction to the dry months—rain net er ceases 
to descend. 
This popular error is corrected by 
glancing at weather tables, which invariably 
show that during the wet season in California 
there is not only tees rain, but more fair ami 
beautiful days than in that portion of the 
United States between the Mississippi river and 
the Atlantic Ocoan during the same time. 


A9 TO RANITABY 6TANPINU, 
It is only necessary to rem ark that the 
medical fraternity agree that Monterey 
ranks among the very highest and most la­ 
yered spots of earth in this respect. The 
death rate is so much below th at of any 
otfier great resort as to awaken surprise 
am ong sanitarians. 
We have not space ior 
the interesting tables of m ortality that 
provo this by comparison. 
Cold 
with 
m oisture leads to pulm onary com plaints; 
heat with m oisture superinduces malarial 
afflictions. Neither is the case at Monterey. 
T he atm osphere is sufficiently dry and suf­ 
ficiently hum id, with excess on neither 
side. 
In this respect the climatology of the 
bay of Monterey far surpasses that of the 
shore of the Mediterranean near Nice, so 
famous lor salubrity. Florida. Italy, in ­ 
deed no other point is so altogether delight­ 
ful in winter as is Monterey, while for sum ­ 
mer advantages no spot is equal to it. The 
bay of Monterey is twenty-eight miles 
from headland to headland. It is the chief 
bathing place of the coast, and its surf 
waters are resorted to at Santa Cruz. Cap­ 
itula. Monterey, Cíoodall, Aptos aud otln-r 
points, by tens of thousands annually. We 
are frank to say that the surf is not so 
high in tem perature as that of the A tlantic 
resorts warmed by the contiguity of the 
Gulf Stream ; but that the Pacific waters 
are more invigorating is unquestionable, 
while the temperature is not so much 
lower as 
to m ake them objectionable. 
The beaches of the bay are sandy, gently 
sloping and as admirably adapted for battl­ 
ing as art could construct. 
PEL MONTE. 
The Pacific Im provem ent Company in 
1879 purchased 12d acres of land near to 
the old town of Monterey and began in 
that year the preparation of the Del Monte 
grounds, which to-day arc unsurpassed in 
the world for beauty of landscape garden­ 
ing.

Th.-re is a superb office, which, as in all 
first-class houses at the seaside, is as much 
for one sox as for the o th e r; a music hall, 
bath-rooms on all the floors, billiard par­ 
lors, reception-rooms, and all the other at­ 
tachm ents and features of a superbly ap­ 
pointed hotel. The afables are ample and 
supplied with fine stock and outfits for 
guests. The grounds are characterized by 
labyrlnth, fountains, plats for outdoor 
games, hikes and pools, retreats, bowers, 
parks, promenades, umbrageous avenues, 
and all that the art of the most skilled 
landscape gardeners could bring to bear in 
other wavs to make these grounds a sur­ 
prise and constant delight.

Much lias been written and said about 
Mexican haciendas, but probably few peo­ 
ple realize the vast extent and possibilities 
of some of them . There are m any estates in 
this country into each ol which a European 
principality might be crowded, and wtiicli 
a King m ight be proud to own as his do­ 
main. 
THE FAMOUS SOI.APO HACIENDA, 
F or example.which lies partly in tire States 
of (W ittiIn, Nueva Leon, San Luis Potosí 
and Zacatecas, on the great highway to the 
capital and the line of the new Mexican 
Central Railway, contains over 90u square 
miles. It has un average elevation of 4,000 
feet, on the far-famed nicm a alral (central 
table-lunds) of the republic. Chains of 
•mountains traverse it—how rich in m ineral 
wealth nobody know s: flourishing farms, 
m ining settlements, m anufacturing centers, 
and even incorporated villages are found 
w ithin its lituils. A million and a half of 
acres of this fruitful soil,which bears every­ 
thing grown in both temperate and tropi­ 
cal zones, producing at least two crops of 
■corn a year/and a perpetual and spontane­ 
ous “ crop” of many other things,is a neat 
little property, by no means ” to be dis- 
piged," as tlie im m ortal riairey said of 
" vittals.” 
■LAND MONOPOLY. 
I.ying along the old stage road between 
Saltillo and Zacatecas—which Betsy and I 
traversed three years ago in an ambulance 
—our cavalcade rode for a whole day. at 
the top of mule speed, entirely within the 
possessions oi one man, where on every 
side, us far as the eye can reach, ail belongs 
to the same fat and ignorant old huí ren­ 
dado, whom nobody, by any possibility, 
would ever m istake for a gentlem an. A r­ 
riving at a m anufacturing village we in­ 
quired, “ W hat town is this? ' 
" Oh, th at is only the-cotton mills and 
mania factories of S en o r 
, the hacien- 
dailo.” was the reply. 
A few miles farther on another settle­ 
m ent of perhaps a thousand inhabitants 
was pointed out as bis sombrero and sad­ 
dle m anufactory, and stilt another , and 
larger puebio as the borne of hundreds em ­ 
ployed in liis sm elting works. 
Inquiring 
the nam e of thejlistant Sierras, which lay 
like a wall of am ethyst against the western 
skv, we were informed th at they were a 
part of the estate and known only as the 
silver m ines of S e n o r 
. 
H undreds of miles north of this point, 
and not a great distance fioin the Rio 
G rande, which forms the boundary line 
between Mexico and the United States, oil 
toward Lampazos, on the Cerralvo branch 
of tlie Sierra Madre range, is a little ranch 
of a thousand acres, owned by the wealthy 
banker of Monterey, 
SIGNOR DON PATRICIO MILMO. 
•This som ewhat haughty ex-irishm an 
(who was plain Pat Miller when he came 
iiere, a poor boy, not m any years ago. until 
he m arried the daughter of a rich Mexican 
Governor, and afterwards ungratefully al­ 
lowed liis papa-in-iaw to be shot for some 
political offense, when a few thousands 
m ight have saved him ), does not consider 
this tiny piece of property worthy to be 
called air estate, but looks upon it rather as 
a sort of suburban garden. A considerable 
portion of it is in an almost perpendicular 
position, 
towering 
up 
the 
m ountain 
side a 
thousand 
feet, 
and 
is 
about 
as easy of access 
as the M ussulman’s 
heaven, which, according to the Koran, is 
reached only by the bridge of Al Sira' — 
“ fine a s a hair and sharp as a sword ”— 
spanning the eternal abyss, over which the 
faithful are m iraculously carried. For the 
last m ile or two a bridle path winds itself 
zigzag fashion, like tacking a ship, up the '■ 
m ountain side to Senor Milmo’s eyrie, 
which needs M ohammed’s miracle to travel 
in safety. There is no wagon road beyond 
this point, and everything needed for the 
ranch m ust be carried up on pack-mules. 
A few years ago Mr. Milmo offered $30,000 
to any one who would construct him a 
carriage-way to the top and guarantee 
it 
for 
five 
years. 
Several 
parties 
came and exam ined the m ountain, but 
all 
gave 
it 
up as an impossibility. 
Upon reaching the sum m it a vast plain ex­ 
tends before tbe sight for miles, as level as 
a floor, and appropriately called the mesa 
(table) of tbe m ountain. A good deal of 
it is under cultivation, the products receiv­ 
ing tiieir m oisture from tlie natural hu­ 
m idity of that hight.

' Of this soil, it is diffi ult to get rc'iabie'in-1 
formation down to figures. 
Inquire of a 
Mexican how m uch his field or orchard 
yields, and the invariable answer, accom­ 
panied by a shtug of the shoulders worthy 
a French dancing master, is: (¿aten eabei 
(“who know ?") or Ari Dias quirere ("as 
God wills!”) 
I have ascertained that with 
Mexican cultivation—which means merely 
tickling the surface of the soil and turning 
on water now and then—from thirty to 
forty-five bushels of corn to the acre is con­ 
sidered a satisfactory return. 
Tlie few. 
however, who have tried our improved 
m ethods of cultivation, assert that seventy- 
five bushels of corn per acre is not an u n ­ 
common yield, planting the first crop in 
February and tlie second in Jv.iy or Au­ 
gust. 
The standard price of corn in this 
country is about two cents per pound. 
Probably the finest soil in the republic is 
found in those fertile plains lying between , 
Leon and ¡rón Juar. del 11;.-. where one | 
fmtcffn ’about three bushels)-of seed is said ;

It does exceptionally well at as high ati 
elevation as tiie capital—v iz: 8,500 feet— 
an altitude which in tho United States 
would be a region of perpetua! winter. 
W ithin the last five years m any [flows 
and other agricultural im plements have 
been brought to M e x ic ; but to this day 
nothing has ever been employed for turn­ 
ing up the soil lipón the m ajority of farms 
but three-cornered wooden concerns or 
great forked sticks—precisely like those 
used in Egypt centuries agi>, if pictures of 
worm i-ive— -i the ¡after are correct. 
The process of 
inters, cousins thrashing is alm ost universally conducted 
here in the prim itive fashion of King 
David’s day, according to tlie Bible descrip­ 
tion, or by- the still more sim ple method of 
throw ing the grain into un inelosure and 
driving a flock of sheep to and from upon it. 
In this tropical country, which lias but 
two seasons—the wet aiid tiie dry—the 
ruins ot heaven, like the m ajority of tlie 
native's, are not to be depended upon for 
m uch actual service. To lie sure they fall, 
according to promise, “alike Upon the just 
and the unjust.” but do not fall at al! dur­ 
ing half the year, and then deluge tlie 
fields with torrents that generally do far 
more damage than good. 
IRRIGATION, 
W hich, at best, is troublesome and expen­ 
sive. is absolutely necessary everywhere m 
Mexico, and the canals and ditches are as 
essential for carrying off' surplus rains at 
certain seasons as fur supplying water at 
others. The 
water question, which in 
Utah, for example, the Mormons havereg- 
ulated to the nicety of clock-work, is here 
am ong these mysteries that “ no fellow can 
find out.” 
Jf you ask a farm er about his 
irrigating privileges, he will tell you that 
he lia» “ nine days' water,” “ thirteen days’ 
water,” or “ twenty days water.” as tbe 
ease may be, m eaning that he has the right 
to turn water on his land once in every 
nine thirteen or twenty days, and you may 
be sure that the privilege has cost him a good 
round sum . 
In all tlie thickly-populated 
sections the greatest difficulty now seems 
to lie that the available water has already 
been transferred from the rivers to the irri­ 
gating ditches. 
It is but reasonable logic 
to conclude that if Mexican land is valu­ 
able only when irrigated, and 
if 
the 
available water is 
mostly in 
use on 
lands already 
under 
cultivation, 
tlie 
country 
m ust 
look 
to some improved 
method for increasing its cultivated area 
and lessening its enormous stretches of 
barton wastes, and os the natives have not 
advanced, agriculturally, a single step in 
the course Hi three centuries, it cleariy 
rests with their more 
ENTERPRISING COUSINS, THE YANKEES, 
To come down here and devise the m eth­ 
ods. 
W hen the Spaniards first reached the 
valley of Mexico (306 years ago), they were 
astonished to find in use all over the 
Aztec empire— and apparently no new 
thing to those sem i-barbarians— a sys­ 
tem of irrigation superior to that which 
the Moors had just succeeded, after much 
labor, in establishing on the Iberian I'enin- 
sula. To this day the same system is prac­ 
ticed everywhere in Mexico, and hundreds 
of tlie ancient acequias, or irrigating ditches, 
are still in use, no improvem ents ever hav­ 
ing been attem ptrd. 
These could scarcely 
he improved upon in the vicinity of lakes 
and rivers, but there are sections where 
there arc neither, or where the shallow 
stream s not imm ediately fed from the 
m ountains, aredry during half the vcar. In 
those regions the system of tanks, which has 
so long been used in British India, would 
no doubt be a good thing, were water com­ 
panies organized for tbe purpose and the 
huge ravines or barrancas that intersect tlie 
sierras damm ed up for the storage of water, 
which is altogether too abundant during 
the annual time of rain. M any ol the older 
haciendas have an approach to 


THE BRITtSH-INDIA SYSTF.M. 
In their jagurt/s. a laree square, artificial 
basins for collecting rain. 
For some time 
alter the wet season is over these jagvrys re­ 
m ain deep, clear lakes, gradually drying 
out and leaving an inconvenient and often 
unhealthy m ud-hole before the rains reap­ 
pear to till them again. Artesian wells 
have 
not 
been 
tried 
to 
any extent 
for irrigating purposes, but that water 
is plenty, thougti sometimes far below the 
surface,'is proved by num erous very drep 
wells of the purest and clearest water to be 
found all over Mexico. 
It lias been proved again ami again that 
all these desert sands and arid reaches of 
cactus and chaparral may be made to 
¡ “ blossom as tlie rose ” by merely turning 
water on them at regular intervals. Gov­ 
ernm ent lands are everywhere for sale, in 
tracts to suit purchasers, at the rate of from 
three to thirty cents per an American acre.

PREPARATION OF STRAWBERRIES. 
It is hardly in the power of a poor cook 
or unskillful houscwife to m ake an unrelUli- 
able dish out of strawberries, yet there is a 
right and wrong way to treat the best ot 
good things, and tliis is true of the delicious 
straw berry. 
Now is the canning season 
w ith them, and tlie best method of canning 
is as follow s: To one pound of fruit add 
one-third of a pound of sugar ; boil fifteen 
m inutes; have your glass jars ready, fill, 
wipe the m oisture from the top, fasten 
down, and, before putting away, give all a 
final screw down. 
To pickle strawberries, nut the fresh ber­ 
ries in a jar, a iaycr in the bottom first 
with cinnam on and cloves scattered over 
them ; then put another layer of berries, 
and continue in this way until the jar is 
nearly fu ll: then pour over them a syrup 
made' of two cups of vinegar and about 
three cups of sugar; heat this to the boil­ 
ing point, and then pour it into tlie jar.

UNIFORMITY OF MARRIAGE LAW3 


There is in London 
an association 
" For the Relief of Americans in Distress 
Ahfoa.l." 
IV. Charles Stewar t Welles, of 
Xew York, was at its head. 
It did, in its 
day, a great deal of good, and is still 
active, but has a lessened field of op­ 
erations since the establishment of quicker 
and closer means of communication be­ 
tween America and Europe. 
Dr. Welles 
Pays that while he was in the organization 
it developed that very largely the eases of 
distress among our people abroad grew out 
of the want of uniformity in our marriage 
laws. The diversity of these laws aided 
rascals in imposing ujion people, and in 
levying blackmail upon Americans in 
Europe. 
lie adds: 
In some of the States it is expressed in th eir 
sUituteKth.it parlies m ay m arry them selves by 
m erely expressed consent. Iu oilier States such 
m arriages or verbal contracts arc, by th e stat­ 
utes, pronounced invalid. In the statutes of still 
o th er States w here nothing is provided concern­ 
ing such m arriages, the i'ourts take it upon 
them selves, holding upon precedent, to deny 
th e validity of such m arriages. 
In fact, it de­ 
pends entirely upon w here you happen to be 
w h ether your w ife is your wife th ere or not, or 
w hether you have been properly divorced, or 
your divorced wife in another State is your real 
wife iu th a t State, or w h ether yen m ay be a r ­ 
rested lor bigam y, or allow ed to’ live quietly iu 
polygam y, or held to be free and untraw m eled, 
and eligible to m urrioge in other States. 
In 
f-iet, the kaleidoscopic possibilities of com plica­ 
tions and contradictions under o ur present m ar­ 
riage laws are nlmost lim itless and qiute over­ 
w helm ing w hen seriously contem plated. 
This is all true, and It is humiliating 
that it is true. There should lie uniform­ 
ity in our marriage laws. 
That there is 
’ not, is solely due to our love of traditions. 
There is not, in all probability, a citizen in 
the United States who, it asked for a 
easonablt* objection against a uniform mar­ 
riage law, would or could raise one. 
But 
when 
our Legislatures 
assemble 
in the several States, it is found to h t ex­ 
tremely difficult, and to this time practi­ 
cally impossible to induce any one of 
them to almndon the several old systems. 
And those who have given the matter 
study are wholly unable to assign a reason 
for this general clinging to the old meth­ 
ods. 
It is everywhere admitted that since 
the comity 
of 
the 
law 
wisely re­ 
quires us to recognize as man and wife in 
our own State, a couple married according 
i.. the laws of another State, still there are 
re mint'd upon -tatute Imoks in some States 
•aws that declare relations illegal in cases 
that with us are lawful. The demand 
now is that Congress shall pass a uniform 
Marriage Act. 
But the question arising, 
“ has Congress this authority,” the burden 
..i legal response is in the negative. To 
give Congress the power, a constitutional 
amendment would he necessary, and the 
people are exceeding jealous of enlarging 
the authority of the Federal Government. 
Another plan projiosed, we believe by the 
Albany Lair Journal originally, has been 
recently revived, and it would appear to 
I*’ far the sjieedier plan of action. That is 
to induce the Governors of the States to 
rail a council of representative men of the 
States, to consider and agree upon such a 
code relative to marriage as would most 
likely prove acceptable to the greater 
number of the States.

In California in 1880, we had a State 
debt of $3,306,614, a county debt of $7,312,­ 
489, and municipal, township and school 
district debts aggregating £0,136,585; but 
in 1870 the debts of the latter class were 
but a little over $800,000, while county 
debts aggregated nearly $14,000,000. So 
that while in one case we decreased liabili­ 
ties in a decade nearly $7,000,000, in the 
cases of cities and township we increased 
onr indebtedness over $5,000,000, while 
our State debt remained about the same.

to $19 38 in 1880.

metropolitans. These figured statements 
speak for themselves.

The years 1872 and 1874 appear to have 
been most prolific of city debts; from 1874 
to 1878 a spasm of economy’ prevailed, but 
on the incoming of 1879 there was a 
frightful enlargement of the indebtedness 
of cities.

THE LAWS DELAY. 


It is a reproach to our system, and ought 
not to he no longer left uncorrected, that 
criminal processes of trial are so slow. 
It 
is impossible to conceive of any liut most 
extraordinary reasons why it should take 
from one to three years to bring an ordi­ 
nary criminal case to final judgment. Of 
course a great deal of the delay is in the 
Supreme C ourt; the cause for that is well 
known, and California has been striving 
for some time to have it removed. 
But 
even in the lower Courts there is wholly 
unnecessary delay. There is altogether 
too much consideration shown for the con­ 
venience of attorneys, and this is a very 
fruitful cause of postponement. 
Public 
justice should not lie impeded because a 
lawyer has so much business to do that he 
cannot attend promptly to the case of a 
client charged with crime. 
Here is the 
case of De W itt hanged last week in Co­ 
lusa county. 
lie murdered his victim in 
May, 1885, and over a year was exhausted 
in getting the rascal on the gallows. In 
so long a delay, all the chances were in his 
favor, the death of witnesses, the weakness 
of jurors, the fading of the public horror 
of the crime, the growth of sympathy for 
one in prison under such a charge, etc. 
It 
ought to be possible to the scheme of our 
law to ascertain the guilt of such as De 
W itt in a very few days after the com mis­ 
sion of the crime, when all the facts are 
recent and the witnesses are clear as to 
what they know. It ought to Vie possible 
to the scheme of the law to determine 
within a few days after the trial if any 
error was committed in the proceedings 
that lost to the prisoner a material right ; 
it ought to lie jiossible to hang a murderer 
within a fortnight after final judgment.

THE REBEL DEBT. 


No infamy attaches to the imprisonment 
of a person in the County Jail. 
W hat­ 
ever there is of reproach in his being 
placed there depends niton the crime for 
which he is committed. So it comes about, 
as the San Francisco .11 hi suggests, that in 
onr County Jails may he found, in close 
association, murderers, thieves, garroters, 
burglars, oki convicts, graduates in crime, 
bruisers, debauches, women of the town, 
lads for light misdemeanors, youths for in­ 
temperance, men for indulgence in strong 
drink, witnesses unable to give bail, inno­ 
cent men held for examination, citizens 
sent below for contempt of Court, and 
men, women and children generally locked 
up for minor offenses, violation of city or­ 
dinances, standing off the Poundmaster, 
dumping ashes in the street, making un­ 
usual and loud noises to the disturbance of 
the peace, and other comparatively trivial 
offenses not involving moral turpitude, or 
at least not involving crime that indicates 
depraved natures. 
In the County Jail all 
these vicious, depraved and minor classes 
are mingled. Of necessity they cannot he 
separated. The limitations of the jail 
hounds forliid it. The results of such a 
system cannot he otherwise than bad. 
If, 
as all prison-keepers in the world now de­ 
mand, the hardened offenders and the 
neophytes in crime should he kejit apart 
in State Prison, how much more necessary 
it is that such isolation of the classes 
should prevail in the minor prisons, since 
of such there are in California no less 
than sixty in the fifty-two counties. 
In 
New York the State takes concern in the 
County Jails, and by her agents visits and 
controls them. The laws for the violation 
of which county prisoners are confined are 
State laws largely, and the State should 
therefore have oversight of the methods 
of punishment. 
Under county rule there 
is hut little hardship in being compelled 
to serve a term in jail. There is little 
discipline, less labor and no right separa­ 
tion of (prisoners. The jail, therefore, be­ 
comes a school for crime and idleness, no 
matter how much the jailer may strive to 
prevent it. 
The Alta insists that this subject is one 
of living importance to California ; and so 
it is—in some respects it overshadows the 
questions involved jn the matter of State 
Prison reform. There is no reason, how­ 
ever, why the two reforms may not pro­ 
ceed hand in hand. The Prison Directory 
might well bo given supervisory power 
over the county jails, to determine the 
poliev of conduct in each. 
Then, as rec­ 
ommended iu New York, there should he 
instruction to that Board to establish sys­ 
tems of hard labor by day and seclusion 
by night in jails. The food should be very- 
simple, and jail life made as bare and un­ 
inviting as it possibly can he within the 
limits of humanity. Jails should not be­ 
come winter resorts for vagrants, nor sum­ 
mer retreats for loafers. 
They should be 
places of hard work, severe fare and unde­ 
sirable lodging. 
For the class confined 
without charge of crime, there should be 
separate provision made, and none of the 
discipline of punishment applied. 
Indeed, 
we believe that even as it is, jailers as a 
rule do their utmost to lighten the imjiris- 
onment of those who are locked up without 
any infamy attaching. Such reforms as 
these will aid the general work of pre­ 
venting crime, lessening taxation and aug­ 
menting the guards of society against the 
assaults of the vicious.

A n o th e r A c c o u n t o f th e T iu c k c e F ire . 
Trcckee, June 17th:—At n little after 
noon ¡o-day a lire broke out about the cen­ 
I tral portion of Chinatown, on the opposite 
I side of i he river from Truckee, and nearly 
| the whole of Chinatown, including the Joss- 
I house, was burned and completely de­ 
I stroyed. only one of the three tire-proof 
buildings withstanding the flames. The 
wind was blowing a terrific gale, and the 
flames swej't everything before them. Piles 
oi ashes are all that indicate where China­ 
town existed. Since the departure of the 
Chinamen, many of the houses have been 
deserted, and as they were mere shells they 
succumbed readily. 
The fire originated 
from an 
exposed 
stovepipe 
extending 
through the roof. A couple of Chinamen, 
whom their fellow countrymen had refused 
food and lodging, went into a house to 
cook something, and built a hot fire in the 
stove. 
It is supposed that the cobwebs 
hanging on the pipe and rafters in the attic 
were ignited. Once the house was on tire, 
despite the heroic efforts of the tire de­ 
partment, all were consumed in less than 
one iiour. It was 
only 
by 
persever­ 
ing efforts thut the bridge was saved. 
Two highbinders that were confined in the 
cellar of Tuck Chung by the Chinamen 
were suffocated, hut by the strenuous efforts 
of the firemen, midst tiame and smoke, 
they were taken out. and all possible 
means used to resuscitate them, blit with­ 
out avail. 1 lie Coroner's jury have not yet 
concluded, and it looks as if it would be 
proven that there has been a deliberate plot 
of the Chinese to burn their quarters. 
Thev mav revenge Ihe «selves by burning 
Truckee,"but extra guards are on duty, and 
the town isabundanily able to protect itself. 
The C binamen have been busy ever since 
the fire abated, with shovels, digging up 
their huried treasures. One heatnen dug 
:.|i$500in gold coin, and several others 
smaller amounts. 
The people managed, 
bv risking their lives, to save some five 
hundred dollars' worth of property from 
tiie burning building of one Chinese mer­ 
chant. The excitement that was so intense 
iu- nearly abated, and what few China-

left in this section are making 
preparations to leave.

eight or ten years. 
If private lands 
are preferred, it is

to purchase 
only as much as can certainly he paid 
for. A small piece of good land is better 
than a large piece of poor land. Develop 
this thoroughly and make it profitable, 
and more land can be had at some future 
time. Many failures have arisen from at- 
tenipting too much. The new settler who 
deserves success begins at bedrock, keeps 
out of debt buys as little as lie can, wears 
his old clothes, works early and late, plants 
trees and vines for the future, and has a 
definite aim and plan in life. Such a man 
can come to California with a small capital 
and find it a ‘good State tor the poor man.’ 
Those who are content to work and he pa­ 
tient here will find the reward sure and 
ample.”

And 
upon 
however homely a plane it may be m ani­ 
fest, it still is the sum and end of h u ­ 
man endeavor. 
It may he that it does not 
extend beyond the delight the parent feels 
in watching the unfolding tlower of off­ 
spring. It m ay lim it itself to the suffusing 
of the senses witli surroundings of beauty. 
It may find its working field in the research 
to which a well-supplied library is a con­ 
stant invitation. 
It may be active only in 
the conquering of the so il: but whatever 
its direction, it constitutes the am bition of 
the man, and is only broader in scheme 
and effort when it goes beyond the con­ 
fines of home and exerts itself for the bet­ 
term ent of neighbor, friend, stranger or 
the world of men. Even w heje avarice 
appears to be the controlling influence, and 
the love of m oney apparently absorbs all 
else, still there is beyond, behind and un­ 
derlying it the ultim ate hope and desire to 
m ake these acquisitio: s contribute most 
largely to the tealm wherein the home- 
m aster is king and high priest. 
And this, 
we hold, is true, if even the case is taken 
into account of the man or woman with no 
home, but whose kingom is lim ited to the 
m ere single place of existence, and th at a 
narrow room and the property of another. 
W hen, therefore, the stranger w ho lias read 
the world to some purpose enters a city, 
village or mere settlem ent, he will find it 
not at all difficult to read 
THE CHARACTER OF.THE PEOP1.E 
Of the place by the im press they have 
made upon their hom e surroundings. 
H e 
will readily analyze the purposes, intellect­ 
ual capacity anil development, and the 
physical achievem ents of a people, by a 
study of their architecture, and the orderly 
or disorderly adm inistration apparent. He 
will read their culture in their very door- 
yards, and record their moral character af­ 
ter a study of lire fam ily groups in the 
evening’s ’cool. 
H e will judge unerringly 
by their homo life of their am bitions, their 
content and their m ethods of attaining 
ends. H e does not need to visit the busi­ 
ness m art, or dwell upon the wharves of 
commerce, to fathom the aim s and suc­ 
cesses of their life. 
He will rather seek 
the retired ways where the inner life is 
manifested upon the outer walls of dwell­ 
ing places. 
H e will there determine, by 
characters of unerring certainty, to just 
w hat extent the influences prevail that are 
the motors of hum an exertion to attain 
lofty ideals. 
Sacramento’s homes 
Are subm itted to this test and judgm ent by 
every thoughtful and reflecting stranger 
who visits the place. 
Are we prepared to 
stand by the result of such judgm ent, for 
that we shall be so judged let us assure 
ourselves. The Eastern visitor who rides 
through our streets, and for a few hours 
mingles w ith our people, is a dullard who 
does not form a correct estim ate of our 
tastes and am bitions and who does not 
correctly weich and measure onr culture, 
intellectual capacity, and the sum of our 
exertion to live satisfyinglv. W ould we 
declare these to be unvarying rules ? As 
to comm unities, aggregations of homes, 
ves; 
as to individuals and individual 
homes, no. 
For it is true that there are 
false exteriors, as there are false lives and 
m asks worn which hum an vision m ay not 
penetrate. 
But we do say that the sum 
and motive of the civilization of a people 
is unerringly m anifest by their exterior 
m ethods of living, and the trend of the 
sum of hum an endeavor in comm unities is 
written upon the walls and flagstones. 
And Sacramento, we judge, has not broad 
reason to fear the reading of hers. To con­ 
vey to the stranger our idea of the char­ 
acter of this population would be but to 
give him the testim ony of one witness, and 
that one he would esteem prejudiced. But 
if we tell him of the city itself, and its 
homes, he will be able, on the basis of the 
verity of the statem ent, to form his own 
estimate and to verify it or modify it when 
opportunity shall enable him to judge for 
him self of this city' of but about thirty 
years age. 
THE CITY IS LOCATED 
A t the confluence of the Sacramento and 
American rivers, upon bottom lands of 
some miles in extent, behind which rise 
table lands to the north and northeast, the 
first terrace of the foothills of the Sierras. 
Southward there are reaches of valley and 
low land, until the vision is checked by the 
distant ranges of the coast hills. To the 
west it is an endless stretch of valley. The 
American being a torrential stream , and 
pouring into the Sacramento with sudden­ 
ness, has in the past subjected the city to 
floods, against which an indomitable peo­ 
ple during m any successive years have 
builded great harriers that eneirele the 
place with a wall of defense against all 
possible assaults of the waters. The city is 
thus artificially land locked. Its streets "are 
laid out at right angles to each other, and 
are really avenues, the narrowest being 
eighty l’eet, and the broadest in ex-cess of 
one hundred in width. These highways 
are dead levels, except where approaches to 
the business streets lead up to a level a 
dozen feet 
above the common plane. 
The streets are from A to Y, count­ 
ing 
from 
north 
to 
south, 
and 
from Front to Thirty-first street, count­ 
ing from west to east. The blocks are 300 
feet by 320 in exterior bounds, and each is 
cut by a 20-foot alley, affording access to 
the rear of all full lots which are uniformly 
SO fcv 100 feet. The roadways on the upper 
grade, and in a few instances upon the 
lower grade, are paved, macadamized or 
graveled. Those not so treated are each 
spring rounded up. smoothed, and made fit 
for.dnving. T he walk-ways are all broad, 
and in the m ajority of cases are but two- 
thirds or half paved or planked toward the 
curb, the rem aining space being seeded to 
grass, and forming a charm ing border and 
barrier to the sidewalk. 
All the streets, 
some more densely than others, are planted 
with 
S H A P E T R E E S . 
W hich vary from w alnut, locust and m ul­ 
berry to poplar, elm and other ornam ental 
trees. These are all of m ature growth, and 
afford a delightful shade to the drive and 
walk ways. Ill some cases this umbrageous 
shelter is so generous as to all but meet 
overhead from either side of the avenues. 
In the business center of the city is a spa­ 
cious park, well shaded, provided with a 
fountain, a music 
pavilion, and ample 
promenades. It incloses about two acres. 
In the m idst of the residence section of the 
more southerly side Is Capitol Park, with 
an area ot about tw enty acres. 
Upon the 
westeily portion stands 


THE STATE CAPITOL, 
A structure modeled after the same classic 
style of architecture that chaiacterizes the 
Capitol building at W ashington. 
Its dome 
rises to a hight of 220 feet above the streets. 
The building stands upon the plane of the 
upper of two terraces, and its base is thus 
some fifteen feet above the street level, giv­ 
ing fitting dienity to the approaches. The 
upper park is laid out in drive ways and 
promenades, and the grounds are rich in 
floral wealth and tropic plants, rare shade 
trees and flowering shrubs. The westerly 
h alf is adm irably kept in a blue grass and 
clover turf, the easterly half being still in 
progress of improvement. Upon the out­ 
skirts of this latter section are located the 
Agricultural Pavilion and Industrial Hal( 
of the State, a cruciform wooden structure 
of pleasing proportions, and 400 feet in 
length in the four directions, by a uniform 
wing breadth of 100 feet. 
In this same 
quarter also is the State Printing Office and 
State Armory, in a handsome modern 
structure originally intended for a Gov­ 
ernor’s mansion. The architecture of 


! 
THE BUSINESS STREETS 
I Is m ainly low and plain. 
To The East- 
I em visitor, accustomed to lofty buildings 
¡ of high finish, our business streets do not 
! present an imp; sing ap, e .raneo at first 
¡view . 
There is a decided 
prevalence 
of broad bale -r.ies which iii;e lhe business 
streets from end to end, and are m ainly 
supported by posts. 
But this apparent 
fault is very largely removed as one be­ 
comes familiar with the facts. It is a warm 
clim ate; the need for day shelter is felt, 
hence the overhanging structures. 
The 
lots are large, and as realty is not held tor 
speculative purposes greatly, the need for 
lofty buildings is not experienced. The 
economy of business is subserved by broad 
floor areas on street levels, expediting the 
handling 
of goods and transhipm ent. 
Thus the low nesssof our business struct­ 
ures is an actual gain, and enables ns to 
till and ship orders w ith greater facility 
than if storage was upon m any floors. But 
not all the business houses are low in stat­ 
ure ; there are here and there fine buildings 
of four stories, and society, public and 
other structures of like hight. Our archi­ 
tecture adapts itself to tiie convenience of 
the people and the 


DEMANDS OF THE CLIMATE. 
If this disposition in buildings were carried 
even further and the extended or balcony 
shelter m ade more common, even our resi­ 
dence buildings would, in m any cases, he 
more in keeping with semi-tropic conditions 
On tiie north of the city the great works of 
the Central Pacific Railroad Company are 
situate, employing over twelve hundred 
m en. 
Near by is the fine large depot build­ 
ing of the sam e corporation, and fronting 
the chief wholesale business street is the 
very extensive freight house of the same 
company. Along this line, too, are the 
wharves for shipping, the Sacramento river 
being the only one ot the two rivers that is 
navigable. 
It follows the entire west front­ 
age of the city and im m ediately upon the 
m argin of Front street. The American 
traverses the entire north frontage, hut is 
removed from the citv by about one mile. 
The business streets proper are front I to K 
inclusive, and Front to Thirteenth inclu­ 
sive. All the rem ainder of the city, out­ 
side the factories here and there, is given 
op to the homes of the people, and it is to 
these that the stranger should give chief 
attention. Jtt the main they are 
COTTAGES. 
Practically there are no hovels. It is a 
striking tact that miserably poor homes are 
so few as not to be worthy of any consider­ 
ation. 
The great mass of the people are 
well housed. The cottage is very rare in ­ 
deed that has not am ple grounds surround­ 
ing it. and these adm irably kept, i ich in 
floral endowment, and with grassy lawns 
of greater or less extent, that delight and 
rest the eye and awaken expressions of 
warm praise front all visitors. There are 
hundreds of 
PRETENTIOUS HOMES 
That rise superior to the cottage and fall 
short of the m ansion. These are all in 
large inclosures, with grounds in the high­ 
est 
state 
of 
cultivation. 
There 
are 
scores of structures 
th at 
are of 
the 
dignity of mansions, and 
are 
homes 
that will rank in architecture ami grounds 
with the 
best 
to 
be found. On 
all 
sides, be it ill cottage or m ansion grounds, 
there is an overwhelm ing testim ony to the 
fine taste of the people for well-kept lawns, 
beautiful flower gardens and refreshing 
shade. 
One may drive over the most 
■charming roadways in the world in Sacra­ 
mento. w ithin city limits, and w ithin the 
residence sections for about twenty-two 
miles, between alm ost continuous lines of 
well-kept residence grounds. 
In these 
grounds he will discover growing with 
almost hot-liouse richness and promise, 
orange trees, tiie lemon, lime, pomegranate, 
olive, palm, date, and other semi-tropical 
trees and all semi-tropical plants, as well 
as all the fruit-bearing trees known to the 
temperate zone, and all m anner of nut- 
bearing trees of both tropic and tem perate 
belts. 
On all sides the visitor will find 
surrounding the homes of the people of 
Sacramento, w hether the occupant is owner 
of the roof tree or only occupant, evidences 
of the culture and good taste of the people 
in ornam ental and 


LANDSCAPE GARDENING. 
No one can be deceived as to the character 
of a people who m anifest such care as to 
the appearance of their grounds. 
If the 
visitor chooses the early evening—the tw i­ 
light hour for his exam ination—he will 
find very nearly the entire home popula­ 
tion upon these grounds, or the exterior 
approaches of their residences, or else driv­ 
ing upon the city streets. He will be forcibly 
impressed witli two facts, that the people 
all have an air of ease, restfulness and con­ 
tent; that the uniform personal appearance 
is th at of scrupulous neatness. He will 
note with pleasure that the great mass of 
the people love outdoor exercise and in ­ 
dulge in driving to a rem arkable degree. 
It is, indeed, the chief recreation. 
For 
miles upon miles in thesedelightful shaded 
streets of a spring and sum m er evening, 
the visitor will encounter carriages, phae­ 
tons, 
dog-carts, 
buggies, 
hacks, 
cabs, 
broughams, and all m anner ot elegant 
vehicles, draw n by sleek, well-kept, and 
steady as well as speedy horses, and hear­ 
ing ladies alone, husbands and wives, 
sw eethearts and lovers, families witli their 
children, or children crowding the seats 
alone. 
And all along the line it is a con­ 
stant succession of recognitions by bow, 
and lifting of the hat, or friendly sntile and 
merry greeting. In fact, as a gentlem an of 
New Bedford, recently visiting here, re­ 
m arked : “ I have been in m any cities of 
our country ; this ¡3 about the youngest I 
have visited ; 1 never saw one where the 
population s') overflows upon the highways 
as Itere, or a city that could more appro­ 
priately, and with greater credit, thus turn 
out 
INTO THE OPEN AIR, 
And m ake the public streets the place of 
social greeting and reunion, nor yet a pop­ 
ulation that appeared upon the promenade 
to better advantage ; it is all neatness,com­ 
fort, cleanliness, even elegance without os­ 
tentation, and richness w ithout gaudiness 
or profuse display. 
Nor have I ever been 
am ong a people where there appears to be 
such equality of social position, or where 
there was such uniform and cordial recog­ 
nition of all by all. 
And that this should 
be in a city of such few years surprises 
m e.” 
And in this exclam ation of a keen 
observer títere is a world of truth, text and 
sermon. It testifies to a high state of civi­ 
lization among this people in a m anner 
that could be proven so well in no other 
way. As the visitor drives or walks about 
the city he will observe that the public 
structures are in keeping with the general 
character of the m anner of living he has 
noticed. 
He finds num erous large, well- 
built, and several elegant school build­ 
ings ; num erous handsom e churches of 
pretentious architecture ; county buildings 
of substantial character and architectural 
attractiveness ; a line of street railway, by 
two routes, quite m aking the circuit of the 
city; gas-lights throughout all the streets, 
and these supplemented by num erous elec­ 
tric lights. H e will also observe that in 


EVERY PART OF THE CITY 
Streets and alleys are sprinkled, and that 
this is not individual enterprise, but com­ 
m unity accomplishment, and th at one sec­ 
tion enjoys the benefit as m uch as another. 
He will notice that the city m aintains a 
free library (by tax levied uniform with 
other levying of taxes), and that it is en­ 
shrined in a building in keeping with the 
character of the capital city of California. 
H e will find, also, one of the handsomest 
structures in the Union, in beautifully kept 
grounds, its interior finished and adorned 
as are few, that is owned by the city, being 
the gift of Sacramento’s Ladv Bountiful, 
Mrs. E. B. Crocker. 
And therein is a noble 
collection of paintings, given to the city by 
the same generous lover of her home town. 
In this structure is m aintained also a School 
of Design, and therein also is being slowly 
gathered a Museum of Natural History. 
He will find upon the borders of the city 
elegant gardens and 
nurseries, and a 
conservatory of unusual beauty, built also 
by Mrs. Crocker. If he happens in thecity 
oil concert evening—twice a week in the 
sum m er—be will find thousands of the 
people gathered upon one of the public 
parks, to listen to the strains of bands 
which play by provision of public contri­ 
bution for the pleasure of the citizens. 


S ince Sharon A Scbonewald joined hands 
in the m annzem ent of the famous Palace 
Hotel, San Francisco, its great popularity 
has largely increased. 
The new m anage­ 
m ent’s happiest' effort, however, was "in 
setting apart a lim ited num ber of nice 
rooms, all supplied w ith hot and cold 
water, at the rate of one dollar a day. 
Parties going to San Francisco should bear 
this fact in m ind, and that there is a 
restaurant attached to the hotel.

T he Committee of Arrange­ 
ments, a body of loyal and representative 
citizens, hacked by the City Trustees, who 
have generously placed $2,000 at their dis­ 
posal, lias m ade and perfected arrange­ 
m ents that insure a dem onstration which, 
for completeness of detail and grandeur of

In their efforts to introduce m any attract 
ive features, the committee finds that the 
sum placed at their disposal by the Trustet s 
will not pay the expenses ; but this does 
not call a halt. 
The purse strings of the 
individual members of the committee are 
loose, as are those of our ever-ready-to-con- 
tribute com m unity, and the celebration, as 
outlined, will be carried out on the same 
scale as it would have been done had the 
Trustees been twice as liberal in their con­ 
tribution. 
Colonel Sheehan reported from theCom - 
m itteeon National Salutes, that Battery 1J 
w ould lire thirteen guns at sunrise, thirty- 
eight at noon, one for each State in tiie 
Union, and thirteen at sunset. The battery 
charge only the cost of the m aterial used, 
$40. 
The report was received and the 
am ount asked awarded. 
The Music Committee subm itted the 
bids m ade by the local bands. They offer 
to play for $12 a m an for the parade and 
literary exercises, and furnish music for 
the regatta at $.'! per man extra. The bids 
were considered reasonable, but the com­ 
m ittee was granted farther tim e in order to 
m ake arrangem ents with the bauds to 
contract music for the entire day, includ­ 
ing the Mardi Gras at night. 
The Committee on Literary Exercises 
asked for further time, saying that they 
had all arrangem ents made, but had not 
yetdecided upon an orator. They would 
be ready to report at the next meeting. 
T heir request was granted. 
Mr. McGuire, Chairman of the Commit­ 
tee on Decorations, said they were getting 
along sw im m ingly : all their arrangements 
were completed, the decorator was busily 
engaged upon the allegorical cars that had 
been decided upon, and they would he su­ 
perior to anyrtiing that heretofore had ap­ 
peared in litie. 
W illiam M cLaughlin had 
tendered his two four-horse teams, with 
two drivers to each, charging nothing for 
the anim als, and only $2 50 apiece for the 
m en, the am ount he had to pay them . 
The committee expect that Mr. McLaugh­ 
lin ’s patriotic exam ple will be followed by 
others, and a sufficient num ber of teams 
would bp easily obtained. 
Colonel McÑasser reported in favor of 
allowing the H ussars (the independent cav­ 
alry company, Captain Heilbron,) $100 to 
partially defray their expenses in turning 
out.

Títere is also the f a t that those 
who have the controlling power in the 
F ruit t tii >n stubbornly refuse to assist in 
a com bination of the !i nit interest for sue i 
a purpose, but on the contrary, seem de­ 
term ined to d o all i:t their power to pre­ 
vent, if possible, any reduction in freights, 
except on conditio s that full control is 
given 
to them. 
Telegtaphic dispatches 
irom Chicago yesterday (said Mr. Stephens 
with much emphasis) state that Mr. 1’orter, 
agent of the Fruit Cnion, had put the price of 
apricots down to $1 per crate there, presumably 
for the purpose i f making others lore on their 
shipments This price means a oss c fa : le st 
11 cents per cra'.e, exclusive of the value of

TJlAITs OF TUR COCKATOO. 
S o -doubt a large portion o f th e readers 
o f the “ Young F o lk s '” colum n in the 
It ri-.Ro-V M us have seen cockatoos, but 
jo rhaps have not bad an o p p o rtu n ity to 
observe th rir habits, and see how modi 
»y know —how m uch reul th o u g h t and 
p rem editation th ey exercise in tvhat they 
do. 
T h e fact th a t they possess this quality 
— -> 'ik e that w hich we rail intelligence in 
m an k in d —renders th em objects o f great 
curiosity an d interest as household pels, 
a n d lienee they are b rought from th e tro p ­ 
ica! clim es, w here they are found in great 
abundance, and are m ade raged inm ates of 
o t.r m ore n o rth ern hom es. 
T he cockatoo is one of th e species, or 
divisions, o f the great fam ily of parrots. 
T h e species of p arrots are very num erous, 
nu m b erin g , it is said, ab o u t three hun d red , 
« m l the—1 
w hile they are all included 
u n d e r the general nam e of parrots, are di­ 
vided by w riters upon birds, in to classes 
k now n as paroquets, m acaw s, lories and 
cockatoos. 
T he green and other parrots 
w hich are m ost com m only seen belong, 
u n d er th is division, to w hat is railed 
m acaw s. 
T h e paroquets and lories are 
q u ite gniail birds, us o u r readers probably 
have seen 
T he species know n as m acaw s 
a n d cockatoos are largo an d rem arkably 
etrong in lim b and bill. 
U n lik e most 
birds, both the low er an d upper parts of 
th eir bills aro m ovable, the upper not 
fo rm in g p art o f th e skttil, but having a 
jo in t ju st in front ol the bird's eyes, and by 
aid o f th e very strong m uscles w ith w hich 
th ey are provided th ey are enabled to 
t rack, or cut into, the h ardest kind of nuLs. 
I11 tiirir n ative hom e they live in the 
d en se forests and foliage of th e tropics. 
O w ing to the intense heat there in the 
m id d le ol the day, they com m ence feeding 
a s - «111 as it is d aylight in the m orning, 
a n d lit?” one im m en se happy fam ily, or 
•com pany, 011 n picnic, m ake a great noise 
a n d co n stan t ch atter w hile tak in g their 
íónd. 
As soon a» th is is over th e y nil pro 
« - 
1 
Ü1 1 in-:!!-es* creek, river o r pond, 
a id tak e a thorough b ath, often rolling and 
p a . in g w it'i each oth er in th e w ater like 
fi com pany of frolicsom e • h 'ld ren T he bath 
•v.er, they to 'ire ill'll the deep sh ad e o f 
tie rs an d vines an d sleep d u rin g Lhehc.it 
*1! the day, and tow ards night com e out 
again w ith a furious noise and ch atter for 
th eir evening m eal. 
T h e cockatoos and m acaw s sleep a! night 
in hollow -i 01 holes in trie -, w hen tlief cuu 
fitui tlii" 11, am i not on tree branches, as 
w ould naturally he supposed. 
T h ey also 
iav ibetf egg- in holes in the trees o r in 
rocks, and are not ut all p articu lar how 
m an y deposit th eir eggs in the sam e nest, 
several often lu\ m g eggs prom iscuously 
together. 
T h e n u m b er ut eggs laid by one 
■of these birds is two, and som etim es three, 
and w h tn the votitif* arc h atched th ey arc 
fed from the bills of the old birds, by the 
iaitcr disgorging th eir partly m asticated 
food. 
The cockatoo is noted for the beautiful 
crest upon its head, which he can raise at 
will, and often extends as high as six or 
right inches. This he raises upon “ dress 
parade" occasions or when frightened. 
In 
countries where the cockatoo abound in 
‘heir native forests, they not unfrequently 
leave the ti-ual food found in woodfi and 
dale, and visit orchards, grain and rice 
ields, and are very destructive. 
Their 
beauty affords them 110 protection wh 11 
they make these raids, for they are killed 
bv the people of the neighborhood as 
rapidly as possible. The natives kill them 
with spears, and do it very dexterously. 
When they have wounded one. they tie it 
in such position that others can see it, and 
by its loud calls for help, numerous cocka­ 
toos approach to tuke its part, when they 
are bit with spears and other weapons, 
from ambush, and killed. 
The cockatoos are a very affectionate 
bird, both to their own kiml ami aiso to 
their keepers when caged and kept as pets. 
They arc also exceedingly mischievous, 
and frequently do much damage to house­ 
hold articles or to plants if permitted free 
ange. 
The macaw rauiily, or what is 
generally here called parrots, are regarded 
as tire best " talkers, but the cockatoos, 
manv of them, also become very clear with 
t :nglish language. The peculiar formation 
the tongue is what enables them to 
articulate words, for they really do this, 
and many oí them fully as plainly as a 
child. They are generally very still when 
doing anything which they ought not to, 
"or like a child, they generally know better 
than to do so. This is as much as to say 
that cockatoos have intelligence. And so 
they certainly have, for if they exercise 
lffcicnt thought to answer questions, and 
even ask for what the wish to eat and 
drink, as is frequently seen, do they not 
thereby show the exercise of reason as 
nearly'to that extent as a human being? 
A very interesting illustration of the in­ 
telligence of the cockatoo was shown a few 
<::-ys since at the residence of J. Me- 
Culloru, foreman of the Bell Conserva­ 
tory 
grounds, 
in 
Sacramento. * The 
bird owned by him is often seen upon 
his perch, near the main conservatory 
building. This cockatoo was a native of 
Australian forest»; is white, with a sulphur 
yellow-oolorcd crest, which is about six 
inches 
long, and has the same color 
underneath its wings 
The birj's perch is 
i-rated under a large cottonwood fee. 
■which stands by the side of the residence. 
Occasionally he is unchained and permit­ 
ted to saunter about the premises, and not 
uufreqnenily he climbs up the rottonwoixi 
tree and sits for hours in the cool shade of 
its branches. 
Not loug since two kingbirds selected the 
same tree for their nesting place. Those 
who aro acquainted ivith the kingbird are 
aware that they arc so named from the 
fact of their kingly intention to rule all 
other birds, of whatever kind or size, al­ 
though the kingbird itself is only about 
the size of a bluebird. Consequently, w li-n 
the newcomers had built their ties- in the 
tree, and had deposited in it their egg-, 
they cone u led not to have the cocka­ 
too around the premises any longer, ami at 
once started to put ilieir purpose iutoetleci. 
For two or three days they kept flying at 
him with great 
spitefulness and per­ 
sistency every time he catnc in sight. The 
•cockatoo received their impertinence in 
quite an undisturbed and philosophical 
way, merely turning his head to one side 
ana taking long winks with his big eyes 
03 they would uarl down at him, and also 
o casionally striking at them with his 
beak. Finally one morning his good nature 
gave out, and after sitting upon his perch 
for a tew moments, as if to say, " this thing 
has gene far enough, and I propose to end 
it right here and now." lie started in a 
brisk marching way from his perch auil up 
the tree. 
Onr young readers are no doubt aware 
th it the cockatoo in a domestic state sel­ 
dom flies, but walks and climbs wherever 
he goes. There is a peculiar lact. also, 
about hi» feet. Of his four toes upon each 
.foot, two stand forward and two back. 
Thus, when standing upon a limb, two toes 
o f each loot grasp ihe iitub from the front 
and two from the opposite wav. This is a 
provision of nature- which adds greatly to 
his strength of grasp, and perhaps in some 
wav aids him also to hold ou while sleep­ 
ing, as he frequently sleeps with his head 
banging down, and bolding to his perch, 
sometimes by one foot and at other times 
by both. 
Un the occasion referred to. when the 
cockatoo started upon his conquest with 
J,is kingbird adversaries, by .marching up 
the tree where they were, the kingbirds 
at once saw thut there was trouble ahead, 
and set up a great noise, and kept flying 
riolently at their intruder, who scrambled 
up the tree as tsst as he could. There were 
three large branches, or prongs, to the tree, 
and as he reached these he climbed up 
one of them to the end, looking sharply 
upon every side as he went, as if earnestly 
in search of something, and scarcely pay­ 
ing any attention to the kingbirds, w hich 
were making desperate efforts to stop his 
journeying, and to dislodge him. 
Reaching the end of the limb and not 
finding the object of his search, the cock­ 
atoo returned down the limb and imme­ 
diately started up another of the large 
branches of the tree in the same manner. 
Having searched this over carefully, and 


just as be was about to start up the last 
large branch, lie espied the evident object 
of his eearch—the kingbirds' nest. The 
inc-eased fierceness with which the owners 
of the little nest now at once attacked the 
cockatoo, clearly displayed the fact that 
they understood full well what the invad­ 
ing enemv had been looking for, and they 
made the'last grand effort, by use of ihcir 
claws and beating with their wings, to 
keep him from molesting their much- 
prized nest and the five little eggs which 
it contained. But in this they were not 
successful, for without stopping to repel 
their onslaught, he immediately clambered 
to the spot, and with apparent satisfaction 
expressed in every motion, took the eggs 
with his foot and threw them violently to 
the ground, effectually breaking them, and 
theii tore the nest into small fragments 
and threw it down after the eggs. This 
done, he quietly sat perched near the spot 
fora few minutes, as if reflecting upon tbc 
success of his campaign and the utter rout 
he had effected of his euemie- 
Finally, 
as if fearing there might still be another 
nest in the tree, lie climbed up the last 
branch ami carefully searched that part ot 
the top, but finding nothing more, relumed 
to the place where lie had destroyed the 
nest, and finding 
still 
a little of its 
foundation upon 
lite, limb 
where it 
had been situated, carefully cleared it all 
off, leaving no trace of it, and tbon went 
down the tree and resumed his low perch, 
with an air of perfect satisfaction. 
It is evident that the cockatoo in this in­ 
stance possessed the intelligence to under­ 
stand that the kingbirds were encroaching 
upon his peace and rights because they had 
a nest in the tree, and that the way to re­ 
gain peace was to destroy the nest, and 
thereby drive them away. Correctly thus 
reasoning, he hunted the nest and de­ 
stroyed it,whereupon the. birds left the tree 
ami ho was again in qniet possession of his 
adopted home.

STATE SALMOS 
HATCHERY. 


A L ai Mi fill D escription of Its L ocation 
anil N atu ral A dvantages. 
[Fall ltiver Mail.I 
The California State Salmon Ha.cherv i- 
-LuatxPbn Hat creek, where W inter's toll 
bridgecrosst - the stream, seventy-fivemiles 
from Redding, ten miles from IJumey val 
ley, end nine miles from Fall River Mills, 
fiie station is owned by Murcken it 
Knocli, and the Postollice name is Carbon, 
but the place is more commonly called 
" Tbe Dutch Boys’ Station,” I suppose on 
account of the nativity of the proprietors. 
The ground was legally conveyed to the 
Stale for the consideration of SI. 
It ex­ 
tends up and down the stream 1,000 feet, 
contains four or five acres, more or less, 
and has been fenced and partitioned off. 
The creek is a tributary of Fit river, 
emptying into it two miles below the 
hatchery. It rises at the Lassen Buttes, 
unou: forty miles distance, is fed entirely 
by springs, is devoid of freshets and high 
water, and maintains an average width of 
100 feet and a depth of five feet. The place 
selected is entirely satisfactory to the Com­ 
missioners, and for the following reasons : 
An assured supply of salmon eggs; an 
abundance of pure, cold w ater; absolute 
security from freshets; convenient storage: 
reservoir sites; abundance of cord-wood 
and building timber : ample grade lor w ater 
discharge, etc. 
The site is handy and healthy. Another 
important factor induced the selection. 
Hat creek and Pit river run several miles 
parallel, uniting two miles below tlie 
hatchery. From the hatchery to Tit river 
is less than a mile, and in making tbe 
selection the Commissioners availed them- 
se[ves ot the opportunity of getting spawn 
BOOm both Pit river and Hat creek. Tlius, 
with one hatchery they can work two 
streams if they so desire. 
Work 011 tiie hatchery commenced in 
May of IS So 
Fred. White, of Sacramento, 
a skillful mechanic, drafted the plans and 
superintended the construction. The hatch­ 
ery building is 100 feet long by 40 wide ; is 
framed and strongly tied ; inclosed with 
planed rustic, well roofed and painted, and 
rests upon a solid foundation of 83 cedar 
posts IS inches in diameter, 11 large win­ 
dows affording necessary light and ventila­ 
tion. Water is obtained front a large tank 
by a 1-inch iron pipe 100 feet long, this 
connection giving a water fall of .15 feet at 
the hatchery. 
The inside furnishings consist of four 
large water tanks and eight tiers of boxes, 
set on proper grade and made to receive 70 
propagating baskets to the tier (500 in all). 
Two more tiers can be added when neces­ 
sary. The baskets are made of wire cloth 
tacked to frames and d signed to set in the 
tiers, where they receive the spawn and a 
gentle flow of water. 
The young fry are, at proper age. re­ 
moved to the storage reservoir aud there 
held until they are enabled to protect them­ 
selves. Then they will be released into 
Hat creek, and voyage down the Pit and 
Sacramento to the ocean, from whence they 
will return to the " home of their birtlt" 
in due season. 
All tbe work lias been done with a vien­ 
to strength and permanency. The material 
and furnishings are of the best quality, and 
in view of the work done theexpenses have 
been reasonable. All accounts have been 
approved by the State Board of Examiners, 
and all expenses have been entered in the 
books of account kept by S. P. Maslin. 
Deputy State Treasurer. The b-oks are 
o[ en to the inspection of any citizen 
The capacity of the hatchery is from 
6,000.000 to 8,000,001) of young fry per an­ 
num. Such a number of salmon released 
every year into the waters of the State will 
undoubtedly give great satisfaction io the 
people, and our citizens will appreciate ihe 
labor of the Commissioners. 
The hatchery and the completion of the 
work (making of ti-h baskets, etc.) is now 
under the charge of F. M. Buckingham and 
Will R. Dibble, who will give any infor­ 
mation in regard to the working of the 
same.

The ignorance (and the term is not used 
in an ollensivesense) which prevails among 
all classes of people in the Eastern States 
with respect to California, is most surpris­ 
ing to one who has had opportunities to 
become familiar with the real conditions. 
This lack of knowledge was manifest in all 
the sections we recently visited and 011 the 
lines of travel, by tbe many seemingly ab­ 
surd questions asked of us, by those witli 
Whom we conversed on the subject. One 
would say : " I have heard that you have 
but two seasons in your State, a wet and 
dry one.’ 
Upon admitting that that was 
about 
the 
(act. 
lie 
would 
inquire 
how long 
is 
the 
dry season? 
We 
would answer that the seasons varied 
in 
length 
some, 
but 
usually 
no 
rain fell of any consequence, if at all, from 
the 15th of April lili the 15:h ol Novem­ 
ber. Don't the country bum up. and do 
you have to feed yonr stock all that 
time? would be the next query, evi­ 
dently believing that the dry season 
here necessarily entailed as many calami­ 
tous consequences us would a six or seven 
' months’ drought in that country. 
We ex­ 
plained the enigma with the information 
that the soil and climatic conditions of 
California were such that when sufficient 
quantities of rein fell du ing the ” wet sea­ 
son " to moisten the eartn thoroughly—say 
from 12 to 16 inches, reasonably well dis­ 
tributed. crops were assured, and any more 
worked an ¡Djury instead of a benefit, for 
the reason tnat it would bo likely to pro­ 
duce rust on rank growing grain, or such 
s urms would cuff-e it to lodge rendering 
it compara 1 rely worthless; that vegeta­ 
tion of all kinds matured, and tbe dry 
weather simply cured it in the stem, 
retaining all its nutritive qualities and 
stock kept rolling fat on that sort of feed 
until the fall rains destroyed i t ; that it was 
a common sight to see sleek, lit cattle 
feeding upon pastures tiiat look as brown 
and brire as the shell of cucoanut. There is 
also an idea prevalent tlint the wet season 
in California means an almost continuous 
downpour. This erroneous impression we 
attempted to disabuse by pointing t> the 
fact that from 12 to 19 inches of rain is the 
full average of seasons, and that tbe ele­ 
ments could not be very actively or cor - 
tinuously employed to only produce that 
quantity from November till April. An­ 
other phase of the California climate, con­ 
cerning which our Eastern brelhern are 
wofuliy at sea, is that summer seasons 


must be so hot as to be almost unendurable 
and they are greatly surprised, if not a 
little bit incredulous, when thev are told 
a single authenticated case of sunstroke 
never occurred on the Pacific coast, and 
that a man can work with perfect safety in 
a harvest field, or elsewhere, when the 
mercury is recording 115° in the shade; 
furthermore that a person may won the 
soothing and gentle influences of Morpheus 
under two pairs of blankets the warmest 
nights of the year-provided too many fleas 
are not present to dispute his title. 
The statements and explanations thus 
wrung from u Californian, though unim­ 
peachable as Holy writ, or a little more so, 
do not always, however, elevate his char­ 
acter for truth and veracity in the estima­ 
tion of his interrogators. They seem anx­ 
ious to extract from him all the informa­ 
tion he is able or willing to furnish, reserv­ 
ing io themselves the right to believe he is 
a consummate liar. All his talk about 
perpetual sunshine, beautiful climate, rich 
soil, big crops, orange groves, perennial 
flowers, tall timber, huge vegetables, worlds 
of grapes, fine fruits, etc., is usually listened 
to with " respectful incredulity,” while at 
the same time they are mentally calculat­ 
ing as to how many years be will have to 
serve in the ‘ brimstone works” below to 
atone for his fearful mendacity.

It may, 
be. and in fact is, contended that the mining 
referred to has been discontinued for sev­ 
eral years, and the evil thus complained 
of abated. 
Trim, the mining camps have 
been almost deserted, the cradle, long-torn 
and ground sluice long since have tallen 
into disuse, the hydraulic miner been 
restrained, hut "the evil they have dune 
lives after them." 
The ravines, gulches, 
canyons and river-beds have been filled 
with soil, gravel and other debris, and 
their constant washing by the winter rains 
and spring floods continue, and will con­ 
tinue for malty to years come. The rocky, 
pebbly bottoms of mountain streams, once 
the spawning grounds of the salmon, are 
entirely obliterated, covered to the depth 
of manv feet by a constantly washing and 
defiling bed of slickens.

first cause does not nor never did exist. 
The third cause, and, perhaps, the most 
destructive of all, is the wholesale "slaugh­ 
ter of the innocents” by illicit fishermen, 
which has been going on for the past 
twenty-five years, notwithstanding

And tbeir untiring efforts to arrest, convict 
and punish the u fenders. 
In this, more 
perhaps than any other one thing, have 
the Chinese inhabitants been detrimental 
to the State. 
In their pirating on waters of 
food lisli, however, they have been ably 
seconded by Portuguese fishermen, wh •, 
like their Mongol allies, have no regard for 
the laws of nature or those of the country 
in which they live. Their nets are of so 
fine a tuesh that they take everything that 
comes within their reach, from the smallest 
minnow to the largest sturgeon. 
When 
the fact is taken into consideration tliar 
fully 5,000 fishermen are constantly engaged 
in dredging the rivers and bays, many with 
those “ take-all seines,” it seems almost 
wonderful that there should remain at this 
time a single salmon in our streams. 


the Salmon's natvual element. 
The fourth cause—one upon which much 
stress is laid by many, and which lias been 
complained of by the Fish Commissioners 
—is the presence at tlic entrance of tlic 
(.¡olden Gate of hundreds of sea lions, that 
daily devour tons of food fish as they come 
in from the ocean, or go out to sea. 
While 
this, no doubt, is trite, still it remains an 
undisputed fact that those sentinels of the 
Golden (¡ate lmve ever occupied those 
rocky dill's thousands of years before the 
advent oí the white man upon this western 
world, and still the pioneer remembers that 
notwithstanding this fact, at the time of 
his advent upon these shores the bays, riv­ 
ers and streams teemed with food iish. Not 
only were sea lions guarding the [>ort of 
entry, hut they occupied the rocks and 
islands of the bays, and at times made ex­ 
cursions up the river as far as Sacramento. 
The first material decrease in the quan­ 
tity of salmon in the Sacramento was no­ 
ticed in 1351, and since that time the lish 
have been gradually disappearing, retreat­ 
ing beyond their pursuing destroyers, until 
this year all the canning establishments 
upon 
the Sacramento have suspended 
operations, and fishermen can scarcely ob­ 
tain enough to supply the demand of the 
local retail trade. 
Like the “poor Indian,” 
they are being driven westward to the sea. 
HOW THE FISH ARE CAUGHT. 
Salmon nets are constructed of stout 
linen, or ■ shoe thread, first made into 
skeins, then twisted into a cord about the 
size of common twine, after the fashion of 
making ropes. 
It is then, with a wooden 
needle, manufactured into a web of open 
network from 730 to 1.200 feet, or, as t lie 
the fishermen express it. 130 to 
200 
fathoms 
in 
length, and 
fifteen 
feet 
wide. 
Gn both sides of the net are 
small ropes, to 
which 
it is fastened. 
On the rope designated for the upper side 
ure placed, at intervals of five nr six feet, 
nieces of cork or light wood, which act as 
buoys: while on the other line, bits of 
lead are fastened to sink the net in the 
water. 
Now attach to one end of the 
upper line a small buoy painted auy dark 
color which can be easily dislingtiished, 
and at the other 'end make Cist a line 
fifteen or twenty feet long tor the fisher­ 
man to hold while bis net floats, and ltis 
salmon-taking 
arrangements 
are com­ 
pleted. 
Whitehall boats are those most gener­ 
ally used in this branch of industry, and 
which are from nineteen to twenty-two 
feet in length of keel, and from four to five 
feet breadth of beam, and are generally 
managed by two men, one to row and the 
other to cast the net. 
The net is stowed in the after part of the 
boat, and everything being made ready for 
a haul, the boat is rowed to the head of the 
drift. One of the men takes his place in 
the stern of the boat, and while the rower 
pulls across the stream the net is thrown 
over the stern, forming a barrier or net­ 
work almost the entire width of the stream, 
to the depth of from fifteen to twenty feet.’ 
The drjfi is the distance on the" river 
which is past after casting the net, and 
floating with the current or tide until it is 
draw:, into the boat. 
This [wi-sage, and 
The drawing in of the net. completes the 
procex- of catching the salmon. 
In coming in contact with the net the 
head of the salmon passes far enough 
through the meshes or openings to allow 
the strong threads of the net to fall back of 
and under the gill, and thus they are un­ 
able to escape and are effectually “ caught 
in the net ” and drawn into the boat. Two 
men in a.Loat, with a net such as described, 
have been known to take as many as

H ow to Econom ize. 
“ Economy is wealth,” but there is a 
kind of economy (so-called) that leads to 
poverty. True economy is that which saves 
needless waste, and spends lavishly when a 
good opportunity oilers. To say that one is 
economical because lie is close and stingy 
is not correct. Stingy people practice the 
poorest economy. “ A liberal soul shall be 
made fat,” “ And he that withholdeth more 
than is meet ten-Ji-rit to poverty.” 
It re­ 
quires good judgment to practice economy, 
and any man who is truly economical irt a 
broad sense is almost certain o f success. 
There is a great waste about every house­ 
hold and about every farm. True economy 
establishes wise plans for preventing these 
wastes, and yet, if it is discovered that it 
costs more to prevent waste than the saving 
would amount to, it is economy to permit 
waste. It is poor economy to let your build­ 
ings go unpxiuted. to let your low lands go 
undrained, to permit rocks and stumps to 
incuntber [flowed fields. It is poor econ­ 
omy to omit planting an orchard, and to 
defer beautifying your place by the plant­ 
ing of shade trees, and the laying out of at­ 
tractive grounds. 
It is good economy to 
present your neighbors with a basket of 
grapes or early strawberries, for kindly 
feelings among neighbors is cheap at any 
cost. 
It is poor economy to begin a law 
suit, in which you must spend a week’s 
time, at least, employ and pay a lawyer, 
and then be donbtiul as to the result (as 
law suits are always doubtful), to collect 
a debt that might be more easily and 
expeditiously collected by the applica­ 
tion of 
Christian 
principles 
and for­ 
bearance. 
it is poor economy to con­ 
fine the family to a diet of salt pork, 
when fresh meat can be secured at any 
reasonable price. 
It is poor economy 
to keep old worn out horses, and poor 
milch cows, that consume as much food as 
those that will render much better service. 
It is poor economy to hire unskilled, awk­ 
ward men, when better men can he secured 
by paying additional wages. It is poor 
economy to plant or sow more than you 
have time to cure for in the best manner, 
or to permit your wife to overwork, or to 
omit to give her frequent vacations, or to 
overlook the education of your children. 
The true economist is he who most readily 
discovers the best use for his money. For in­ 
stance a fruit-grower feeling able to invest 
$500 in a nice team and carriage, would be 
practicing good economy by renting a 
house in a neighboring city, and giving 
his family the advantages of city life for a 
period, and his children the advantages of 
city schools instead of investing the same 
money in an equipage.—Exchange.

W h'le his integrity is 
untouched. he enjoys the reputation ¡if 
being as hottest in expression as lie is capa­ 
ble, and as unapproachable as be is refined 
in taste and tone in judgment. Mr. Winter 
has just added to the poems and dramatic 
critcisms front bis gifted pen a monograph, 
in parchment covers, from the press of Geo. 
J. Coombes, New York, entitled "The 
Stage Life of Mary Anderson,” the A meri 
can artist, whose birthplace is Sacramento.

In view of the fact that 
Miss Anderson was bitterly criticised by 
some in California, not to say vulgarly as 
well as unjustly, and the public advised 
that she was by no moans among the 
foremost of artists, but altogether a poor 
actress, and unworthy the praise that 
has been accorded her by the Eastern 
and 
English 
public, 
the 
estimate 
of Mr. Winter possesses 
special inter­ 
est, and all the more s > that while he 
approves her, writes her down as a genius 
and a remarkable actress, lie finds in tier 
methods that which evokes his disapproval. 
The volume of 145 pages cannot be summed 
up in a few words; we can bnt cite here and 
there the testimony from ibis witness, to 
indicate the character of the book, whose 
judgment is so approved at the East. 
His 
review, made up largely of bis writings in 
the Tribune since 1877, covers the whole 
period of her development as an artist, 
and of which Winter has been a close 
observer. 
He declared in 1877 that “ site 
is 1‘arthenia by natural sympathy, and in 
the ideal she embodied there was not a 
flaw.” 
Later he wrote: “ She is a refresh­ 
ment to the theater, and she comes upon 
this tired period like a strain of rich 
music in the middle of the night.’’

Lady Mcbethin 1877, he said; 
"It is un­ 
certain and imitative,-bnt full of imagina 
tion and power.” 
Of her Juliet in 1877, he 
wrote: 
" It is no more of one 
piece 
viewed as an ideal, than her

is of one piece, viewed as mechanism 
Emotion she assumed and did not feel, and 
it was hence intenuittent—it was a pe 
formalice full of splendid faults. As Evadne 
her pathos “ was perfect,” her Bianoa was 
little more than experimental. 
But he 
said also in 1380, of ail three characters, 
that it is only technical criticism to con 
cern oneself with specific methods; the 
vital point is advancement. "She is 
undeveloped genius, and is destined to a 
great future on the stage.” 
Of her Juliet 
later on he wrote, that it is deficient in 
passion; "she wins as a beauty 
iter works are growing in symmetry, but 
nether in unity nor splendor 
* 
tite 
word is not yet spoken which is to give 
her soul its entire freedom.” So he found 
her with great physical force, to lack in 
spiritual intensity. 
Later, of her Bianca 
he declared, that she grasped the full sense 
of Bianca’s trials and condition, and pro 
jected 
her 
spirit 
into 
a 
consonan 
misery. 
"The capacity to do this is the 
main 
thing, 
because it is a gift ol 
nature. * 3 3 
For an actress only five 
seasons on the stage, she has already 
achieved results that are almost without á 
parallel in the history of acting.” In issj 
as Ion, she was " fortunate beyond promise 
or anticipation, 
3 3 
* the irtt persona-, 
tiott had a splendid glow of imagination; 
it was ethereal and exalted, and in its de­ 
notements of capacity and unexplored re­ 
source it was very eloquent. ’ 
In 1882 he 
reckoned her Juliet, “ however as an ideal 
it may tall short ot what is accepted by 
the 
"best 
thought 
of 
critical 
litera­ 
ture as Shakespeare’s conception, 3 * 
an achievement of estim ate import. ’ 
She lacked volume in the passion of Juliet, 
hut the “quality was the right quality.” Her 
Berthe drew out his warm commendation 
and he noted her rapid improvement as a 
great artist. 
In 1883, ot' her Pauline 
he said : 
“ She thrilled 
by 
the sin­ 
cerity and firm anti well-veiled art with 
which she advanced (from pride) to the 
other exigence of the character, and like­ 
wise depicted the passion of Love.” This 
performance greatly impressed hitn with 
Miss Anderson's genius and [tower, which 
he prophesied would be pre-eminent in the 
tragic, and added the general truth : " With 
the impoverished mental state of that spec­ 
tator who looks at a dramatic performance 
merely to ascertain whether the performer 
is strictly accurate ami consistent in method, 
it is impossible to sympathize. 
Life is 
short; 
*

* to prowl around with a 
microscope and tape measure is to sadden 
it beyond endurance.” 
Later he said that 
site invested Ophelia with an irresistible 
charm. So on, Winter watches the unfold­ 
ing of this woman’s power and w nderful 
genius, and, after examining ail the evi­ 
dences of her career in England np to Oc­ 
tober, 1885, and Iter return to America, be 
gives her the tull benefit of his critical

work of art Imrainons with the authentic 
fire of genius.” 
Of her Galatea, he said. 
“ It is the dream of a poet, turned from 
marble into flesh and blood. 
It presrnted 
at the outset but few and trivial blemishes, 
and these have disappeared; 
it is 
a delight to the faculty of taste and a joy to 
the sense ol sweet and gentle humor, while 
to the love of beauty it is a supreme con­ 
tentment.” 
Her passionate vehemence in 
one place, and pathos in another, excite 
his profoundest admiration. 
Referring to 
the charge that her acting is cold, in­ 
dicative 
of 
one 
deficient 
in 
sensi­ 
bility, 
he says it is difficult to see 
how 
one 
can 
entertain 
such 
an 
opinion in the presence of such a perform­ 
ance as this. 
As Clarice, in " Comedy and 
Tragedy,” she displayed “overwhelming 
tragic power." 
In a final review of her 
Pauline and Juliet, lie says that in lS32she 
was the best Juliet on the American static, 
in 1885 she had wonderfully progressed, all 
formality had disappeared,"and only thein- 
Urition ot genius could have accomplished 
the effect of the result she attained. 
Her 
achievement is that o f " true greatness in 
the.or to which she has devoted her life.” 
As a; whole the work is a careful study of 
the development of the artist, and a final 
Vtrlict that she is a queen tu dramatic ar , 
and a genius of greatest brilliancy, and he 
commits his book to the public “ as an 
eirnep* and reverent testimonial to the 
lofty character and shining career of an ex­ 
traordinary woman, who, blessed with great 
poweis aud auspicious opportunity, has 
used then* for the advancement of a great 
and noble art, and thus for the benefit of 
the world.”

that regard and car-: for finish that is due , 
such a subject. 
If we were assured that it ; 
is a first draft, uncorrected and hastily 1 
w ritten, we should not feel surprise. There 
is a good deal oi the excusative in his 
method, as if he felt that there was need 
for explaining why he has not done better. 1 
and this is always bad in authorship. Tlic 
one thing the writer cun afford to forego 
is the making of apologies. 
But though 
the best is unfinished, sometimes confused 
and not level with the subject, it is devoid 
neither of value nor of Ínteres*. There are 
issues raised and facts stated and conclu­ 
sions drawn that ju-tifv the issuance of the 
book, because the debate it wilt awaken 
may evolve the whole truth while witnesses 
still live. Thus Rovce scouts the iiW that 
Fremont liad any instructions from our 
Government to promote a conflict and give 
us the pretext lor pouncing upon the ter­ 
ritory. 
We shall always prefer to believe 
and t-i hold that the evidences substantiate 
it that Fremont had private instructions to 
precisely that end. Certainly it is ■ more 
unfair and cruel to charge that Fremont's 
acts were prompted by selfishntss and 
greed, than to hold that the Government 
instructed him secretly to do all that Le 
did. 
When Professor R-.yce approaches 
the gold-discovery era, and treats of the 
formation of California society, he gets into 
a fairer field and a more congenial atmos­ 
phere, and his “ study” takes on profound 
interest, warranting greater literary skill in 
the dressing, however, than lie has ex­ 
ercised.
